Examiner requested and received attorney approval to make the following changes to the claims, which would place 
the application in condition for allowance: (1) In subsection (c), after an absorbent agent, the limitations, "wherein the 
cellulosic polymer and the methacrylic polymer are respectively ethylcellulose in an amount of from about 30% to 
about 50% by weight and a cationic polymer formed from 2-dimethylaminoethyl methacrylate and neutral 
methacrylates in an amount of from about 10% to about 25% by weight, wherein the alkaline agent and the adsorbent 
agent are respectively selected from the group consisting meglumine, lysine, sodium and potassium citrate and 
sodium and potassium carbonate and selected from the group consisting of magnesium aluminum silicate and talc"; 
(2) In claim 11, reciting a 'process for the preparation of a pharmaceutical formulation according to claim 1, 
comprising..."; (3) In claim 22, reciting 'a process for masking the taste of a pharmaceutical product, according to claim 
1, intended for oral administration...'; (4) Cancelling claims 2 & 3; and (5) Change dependency of claim 4 to depend 
upon claim 1, rather than claim 3. These amendments render the instant application in condition for allowance.
